Paris, July 28.—Mme. Henriette Cail- 
laux was acquitted tonight by a jury 
fn the court of assize of the wilful 
murder on- March 16 last of Gaston Cal- 
mette, editor of The Figaro. The ver- 
dict was returned after fifty minutes’ 
deliberation. The announcement was 
followed by the wildest tumult. The 
trial lasted nine days. 

She Embraced Her Counsel. 

Mme. Caillapx staggered and then 
threw her arms about the neck of her 
counsel, Fernand Labori. Her hair fell 
over her shoulders and her hat. fell 
to the floor. The spectators stood upon 
desks and chairs. Cries of “Caillaux! 


Labori!” and “Caillaux, assassin!” min- 


gled. 

The din was deafening. 
groups of barristers came to blows and 
the republican guards, trying to sepa- 
rate them, joined in the melee. The 
spectacle of Labori and Chenu, the lat- 
ter counsel for the Calmette family, 
embracing each other, calmed the tu- 
mult for a moment, but it was redou- 
bled when they left with Mme. Cail- 
leux. 

Unable to make himself heard, the 
presiding judge, with the other judges, 
marched from the reom. The advo-

Innes’ attorney declared that he was 
out of the city to look after some farm 
lands. 

Chief of Police James L. Beavers 
Tuesday mailed 1,000 circulars, giving 
notice of the increased reward of $1,000 
for the locating of Miss Beatrice Nelms. 
Pictures of the young women were 
printed on the circulars, 

Nelms stated that he would renew 
his efforts to interest the government 
in the hunt for his sisters, declaring 
that Innes has violated the Mann act 
in inducing his sister to go from Car- 
son City to Salt Lake City with him 
some time ago. He further charges 
thatthe mails have been fraudulently 
misused to secure large sums of money 
by Innes from his sitser, Mrs. Dennis, 
but is unable to present a single letter 
as proof, by which the government au- 
thorities would be authorized to pro- 
ceed with their investigation of Innés.

BiG CROWD HEARS 
SOLICITOR DORSEY 


In Eloquent Speech for Joe 
Brown at Gainesville. 
Dorsey Attacks Record of 
Hoke Smith. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 28.—/(Special.) 
“We have no attack to make on the 
Wilson administration, for Woodrow 
Wilson is a clean and honest president 
who is doing his very best to serve 
his country, but if he wants to steer 
clear of the rocks he had better pitch 
Hoke Smith overboard right now. And 
the people of Georgia will be doing a 
service, not only to the state, but to 
the entire country, if they will pluck 
Hoke out themselves and pitch him 
overboard.” 

This expression was the climax of 
a strong and fervent address which 
Solicitor General Hugh M. Dorsey. of 
Atlanta, delivered here today before 
one of the largest gatherings that 
Gainesville has seen in many years. 

While the crowd of some 5,000 peo- 
ple that surged around the courthouse 
during the speech was not entirely a 
“Joe Brown crowd,” and while an or- 
ganized effort was made once to break 
up the meeting with a squadron of 
cow bells, the effort to obstruct the 
meeting failed utterly, for Hugh Dor- 
sey kept talking right ahead until the 
Ow bells were finally silenced ana Tae 
crowd cheered at the pluck which the 
solicitor general displayed. 

Audience Was Attentive. 


Solicitor Dorsey spoke for two hours 
and forty minutes, and a large per 
cent of his audience listened attentive- 
ly until the very end, although a num- 
ber of those on the outskirts of the 
crowd, where it was harder to hear 
him, began to drift after he had talked 
for an hour. Hundreds of those pres- 
ent had come for many miles on ex- 
cursion trains or in their buggies, and 
they gave the solicitor general close 
attention and followed his every move- 
ment with admiring eyes during the 
time he spoke. 

“This has been the largest gather- 
ing for a political speech that Hall 
county has ever seen,” said Colonel H. 
H. Dean at the close of the meeting. 
“From 6,000 to 7,000 people have heard 
Dorsey speak.” And while it is very 
hard to estimate the crowd, because 
so many were standing up, while some 
heard only a part of the lengthy ad- 
dress, it is admitted freely that Colo- 
nel Dean's estimate is a conservative 
one. ‘ 

The speech of introduction was 
by Judge J. B. Jones, of the en 
court, northeastern circuit, the meet- 


ing beginning promptly at 11 o'clock in 
the morning. Judge Jones introduced 
Solicitor Dorsey as one of the most 
eminent men in Georgia and “one who 
has written his character and achieve- 
ment in undying letters on the pages 
of Georgia's judicial history.” 
Judge Jones Lauds Dorsey. 

“I confess that when I saw the array 
of counsel summoned for the defense at 
the trial of that great criminal case 
which Georgia has watched so intent- 
ly, I thought that the prosecution was 
indeed as good as beaten,” said Judge 
Jones. “But when I saw the magnif- 
cent way in which Solicitor Dorsey 
handled his case, and heard the gems 
which he uttered in making his Plea 
for ‘justice though the heavens fall,’ 1 
realized that the people had a cham- 
pion who was well worthy of the 
cause, and I felt sure that justice 
would indeed triumph.”

GERMANY BACKS 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Germany's definite decision against 
participation in the ambassadorial 
conference proposed by Sir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign secretary, in 
an effort to maintain peace. is regard- 
ed here as tantamount to a declaration 
of Germany’s determination that Aus- 
tria-Hungary shall have an entirely 
free hand in chastising Servia unless 
the Balkan kingdom accedes in full to 
the demands of the dual monarchy. 

Apparently authentic reports cur- 
rent here assert that Russia has been 
kiven positive assurances that Aus- 
tria-Hungary has no intention of an- 
nexing Servian territory. If true, this 
might, it is thought, help the efforts 
to localize the war should it break 
out. 

LONDON EDITORS 
REALIZE GRAVITY. 

The London newspapers fully realize 
the gravity of the menace threaten- 
ing Europe. Editorially they admit 
that Austria is justified in chastising 
Servia, but they argeu that any at- 
tempt to destroy Servia’s sovereign 
rights would plunge all of Europe into 
war. 

The Daily Mail thinks unless the 
war is localized, Kurope is faced with 
the greatest catastrophe in its historv. 
The Daily Telegraph considers the 
German emperor holds the fate of 
Europe in the hollow of ‘iis hand. 

The Morning Post, in a pessimistic 
vein, asks: “If Austria dves not want 
to annex Servian territory, what is the

DOWN WITH WAR! 

CRIED IN BERLIN. 

Berlin, July 28-—The ambassadors 
gathering at the weekly reception of 
the German foreign minister, Herr Von 
Jagow, late -today were decidedly pes- 
simistic, although most of the ambDas- 
sadors had no Knowledge of the Aus- 
trian declaration of war. 

Twenty-six socialist mass meetings 
tonight in the workmen’s quarters of 
the city were crowded to the doors 
and overflow meetings were held. A 
resolution was adopted denouncing ‘the 
brutal policy of Austria’ and demand- 
ing the governments to refrain their 
war fury. Themeetings were orderly. 
Later the socialists converged in pro- 
cessions to the center of the city, sing- 
ing the workmen’s Marsellaise and 
shouting “Down with war!” 

The police kept the crowds away 
from that end of the avenue in which 
the Russian and French embassies are 
located. 

The public in the German Capital 
was very nervous today, and alarmist 
rumors continued to circulate. The run 
on the savings banks, in which the 
poorer classes deposit their money, was 
resumed this ‘morning. As early as 56 
o'clock there were long lines of depos- 
itors outside the municipal savings 
banks and the people insisted on hav- 
ing their money regardless of the reas- 
suring statements by the officials. 


FRANCE MAKES 
READY FOR WAR. 


Paris, July 28.—The French govern- 
ment and people appear to be quietly 
preparing for war while awaiting Rus- 
Sia’s decision. 

Troop trains are ready 
representatives are on duty in telsa- 
graph, telephone and postoffice. The 
average citizen has read in the news- 
papers his general instructions concern- 
ing mobilization; he long has had his 
orders instructing him precisely when 
and where to report for service. 

The cabinet ‘met late today and re- 
ceived reports of the ministers. Any 
decisions were kept closely guarded. 
Abel Ferry, under secretary for for- 
eign affairs, is en route to Dunkirk 
tonight to meet President Poincare 
and Premier Viviani, who will arrive 
there at dawn. 

According to what is believed to be 
responsible opinion there remains the 
possibility that when Austria has oc- 
cuplied some Servian territory she will 
announce her intention not to proceed 
further, but to hold what she has 
taken until Servia gives cofhpetent 
—uarantees that she will observe Aus- 
tria’s wishes. Russia would not then 
be likely to intervene, it is argued, 
except diplomatically, and negotiations 
appear to be going on at present be- 
tween Austria and Russia. 

On the announcement of war tonight 
Paris became animated. There were 
patriotic demonstrations in the capital 
and many other cities throughout the 
republic, but there aiso were demon- 
Strations against war. 


RUSSIA SOUNDS 
PACIFIC NOTE. 


St. Petersburg, July 28.—The fact 
that Austria had declared war became 
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known here tonight. Thousands of peo- 
ple then gathered. Cheering wildly, 
they marched through the main streets 
to the British and French embassies, 
where there were scenes of enthusi- 
asm. Mounted police eventually scat- 
tered the crowds. The Russian gov- 
ernment tonight issued the following 
official communication: 

“Numerous recent patriotic demon- 
strations prove the firm pacific policy 
of Russia finds a sympathetic echo 
among all classes. 

“The government hopes, neverthe- 
less, that the expression of feeling will 
not be tinged with enmity against the 
powers with whom Russia wishes to 
remain at peace.”

Stock exchanges of Montreal and To- 
ronto suspended their sessions. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade there 
was atremendous risein wheat andthe 
wildest trading in many years on the 
expectation that war in Europe would 
create a demand for American grain. 
Other foodstuffs also advanced. These 
conditions were reflected in all produce 
markets of the country. 

On the other hand, smart declines 
were recorded in cotton futures at New 
York and New Orleans. Coffee also 
slumped, owing, it was reported, to fears 
that contemplated financing in Europe 
of the Brazilian crop would fail. 

Foreign exchange was demoralized 
and millions in gold were engaged at 
New York for shipment to London and 
Paris. 
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SOARING SKY-HIGH. 

Chicago, July 28.—-War ran up wheat 
transactions today on the Chicago 
Board of Tradeto a total of nearly 
106,000,000 bushels and sent pricees sky- 
ward—8% to 9% cents. No other day 
of the twentieth century has witnessed 
such wild trading here. 

Failures momentarily were expected, 
but none was announced. Tonight, 
however, margins were being called for 
to such a wide degree that it seemed 
certain tomorrow’s volume of business 
would be greatly restricted.

Some traders expressed 
that if England, Germany and France 
are involved in the war, wheat might 
zo to $2 a bushel, while others de- 
Clared such a rise improbable because 
of the risk in attempting grain ship- 
ments to blockaded ports. 

Cc. Canby, president of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, said: 

“This is ‘a fear’ market, based on 
apprehension of what may occur.’ The 
opening market tomorrow will be de- 
termined entirely by the character of 
the war news received. 

“In the event of war involving the 
big European nations I think the wheat 
market in this country ultimately will 
be weakened after the first scare has 
passed away.”

ON AMERICAN GOLD. 


New York, July 28.—Further enor- 
mous draftson this country’s gold re- 
serves, having their origin in the dis- 
turbed conditions abroad, added to the 
alarm prevalent in the financial dis- 
trict today. Thus far this year total 
withdrawals aggregate about $105.,- 
000,000, Which breaks all known rec- 
ords.

The French market has 
been the largest purchaser of xold 
here, its total demands since January 
aggregating approximately  $85,000,-

received weekly from South Africa. 

There have been three distinct gold 
shipments this year. The first began 
in January, when some _ $20,000,000 
was taken for Paris. In May began 
the second movement of about $40,- 
000,000, the great bulk going to the 
Bank of France and a part to the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany. 

The present movement was initiated 
last week when the war clouds began 
to hover over eastern Europe. In five 
business days a total of $28,850,000 
has been taken. The supply of gold 
bars of requiSite fineness gave out to- 
day and recourse was had to eagles 
and double eagles. 

Rates of exchange, both for demand 
and cables, have gone up so violently 
in the last two days as to make gold 
exports to any part of the. world 
profitable to the shippers. 

PLENTY OF GOLD 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Washington, July 28.—With a billion 
and nearly three hundred million dol- 
lars in gold coin and bullion stored in 
treasury vaults and about $600,000,000 
more of coin in circulation, treasury 
officials said tonight the United States 
had no cause for alarm over the tre- 
mendous shipments of gold from New 
York to war-clouded Europe. 

Secretary McAdoo explained that the 
country never was in a better posi- 
tion to send some of its’ millions 
abroad and declared there was nothing 
to fear from the drain to meet Euro- 
pean demands it was pointed out, 
also, that while Europe just now was 
drawing upon America’s gold supply, 
it would only be a short time before 
the money would be coming back to pay 
for the vast quantities of food and sup- 
plies this country would be called upon 
to ship across the water.

But She Will Hold to Her 
Course Even If Russia In- 
tervenes — War Declara- 
tion Relieved Austrians. 


Vienna, July 28.—The people in the 
dual ‘monarchy look forward to a war 
with Servia, which today formally was 
declared, with a feeling of relief. 

High officials are optimistic that the 
war will be confined to these two 
countries. Certain knowledge that 
Russia would intervene, however, would 
not cause Austria to alter her course 
in the slightest. 

News of the formal declaration of 
war ran through the city before extra 
editions of the papers could reach the 
vendors, and was everywhere greeted 
withaspirit which might be described 
as close to religious exaltation. 

Censorship Is Sharp. 

Vienna ig absolutely without rews 
of troop movements, which the papers 
are forbidden to print. A sharp “- 
sorship has been established over ] 
means of communication. 

The evening papers published 
following inspired statement: 

“In well-informed circles the view is 
held that so far as Sir Edward Grey's 
proposal is to localize the conflict be- 
tween Austria-Hungary and Servia, the 
former can~ declare herself entirely 
agreed with Sir Edward Grey's re- 
marks, but regarding what he has siid 
concerning the suppression of military 
operations, affairs have proceeded 
much too far t6 allow anything to le 
done in this direction : 

Advices from Belgrade say the Se* 
vian capital is now located at Nisa, 
where the skupshtina (national 4as- 
sembly) met today. All Servians be- 
tween 18 and 60 years, able to bear 
arms, have been called out, and mobili- 
zation is proceeding rapidly. 

Fighting Is Reported. 

The Militaerische Rundschau 
sharp fighting along the river Drina, 
where Servian volunteers who attempt- 
ed to cross were opposed by Austrian 
frontier troops. It also reports that 
Servians fired on their own river trans- 
ports by mistake, Killing and wounding 
several Servian soldiers. 

The ministry of foreign affairs has 
addressed a verbal note to the foreign 
representatives informing them of the 
declaration of war and declaring ‘hat 
Austria will, on the assumption «ff sim- 
ilar observances by Servia, adhere to 
the provisions of The Hague confer- 
ence of October 165, 
laration of London of February 
1909. 

Text of War Declaration. 

The declaration of war was gazetted 
here late this afternoon. The text 
is as follows: 

“The royal government of Servia not 
having replied in a satisfactory, man- 
ner to the note remitted to it by the 
Austro-Hungarian minister in Belgrade 
on July 23, 1914, the imperial and royal 
government finds itself compelled to 
proceed itself to safeguard its rights 
and interests and to have recourse for 
this purgose to force of arms. 

“Austria-Hungary considers itself, 
therefore, from this moment, in a state 
of war with Servia.

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GEORGIANS DIVIDED

Washington, July 28.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hoke Smith did not cali up in 
the senate today the conference report 
on the cotton futures bill, but will do 
so later in the week. The report was 
adopted in the house yesterday by a 
vote of 145 to 87. 

The Georgia delegation split on this 
measure. Representatives Gordon Lee, 
a member of the committee on agricul- 
ture, and Adamson voted for the con- 
ference report. Representatives How- 
ard, Park, Tribble and Walker voted 
against its adoption. Representatives 
Bell, Bartlett, Crisp, Edwards, Hard- 
wick and Hughes were absent. 

The leading speech against the bill 
in the house was made by Representa- 
tive Victor Murdock, a progressive of 
Kansas, Representative Howard, in 
explaining his opposition, said today 
that in his opinion the bill would le- 
galize cotton gambling and he favored 
legislation to abolish the exchanges 
absolutely and permit some new 
agency to grow up-in the cotton trade 
to take their place. 

Senator Hoke Smith said the bill will 
be a tremendous advantage to the cot- 
ton farmer, that it will permit the 
exchanges to continue to exist only as 
a legitimate cotton market, and will 
wipe out the evils against which the 
farmers have complained. 


BANK OF LAFAYETTE 
WILL PAY DIVIDEND 


July 28.—(Special.)- - 
Lloyd Freeman, receiver for the First 
National Bank of Lafayette, has an- 
nounced a 30 per cent dividend to be 
paid the bank’s depositors and credit- 
ors tomorrow at the bank building in 
Lafayette.

EMBARGO IS DECLARED

Topeka, Kans., July 28.--An embargo 
on all grain shipments to Galveston, 
Texas, for export until August 2, was 
issued by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railway and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railway and 
connecting lines here today. 

The reason assigned for the embargo 
is an alleged shortage of steamers at 
Galveston. Since this year's wheat 
shipments began it is said only nine 
boats have cleared that port with 
grain and railway officials say 
terminal elevators are filled and about 
8,000 cars of wheat are waiting there 
for ocean shipment. :

Washington, July 28.—Secretary 
Bryan appealed today to General Car- 
ranza to call a halt upon Villa, who is 
reported to be making wholesale de- 
mands for horses upon ranch owners 
in the state of Chihuahua. Consular 
advices to the state department also 
declared the northern general was 
smuggling quantities of arms across 
the border. There was no doubt in 
the minds of the people of Chihuahua 
as to the meaning of Villa’s activity, 
the dispatch to the department added. 

The consular advices of Villa’s new 
activity confirmed complaints that 
have reached the state department 
from individual property owners. In 
some instances it was declared Villa 
had demanded as many as 100 horses 
from one ranch. 

No Counter Revolution. 

Jose CaStellot, personal representa- 
tive here of Provisional President Car- 
bajal, today emphatically denied pub- 
lished reports from Toronto that Gen- 
eral Felix Diaz was expecting General 
Hfuerta there to plan a counter revolu- 
tion in Mexico.

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DEMOCRATS ASSAULT 
TRADE BOARD MEASURE 


Washington, July 28.— Democratic 
assaults on federal trade commission 
featured today’s debate on the mea- 
sure in the senate. Senator Pomerene, 
a member of the interstate commerce 
committee, which reported the bill, an- 
nounced he could not vote for it as 
now drafted, and suggested many de- 
fects. Senator Reed, of Missouri, also 
criticised the measure. 

Senator Pomerene said the 
making “unfair competition” unlawful 
without defining it, would be held un- 
constitutional as a delegation of legis- 
lative power to the commission 

Senator Thomas predicted that such 
a mass of work would come to the 
commission that the burden would 
render it useless. He said the bill em-

WHAT EVERY MOTHER WANTS 7 
TO KNOW ABOUT HER BABY

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SUMMER COMPLAINT. 

1. What is summer complaint? 

This is the general term used by 
mothers and others outside the medical 
profession to@escribe all forms of diar- 
rhoeal ciseaseyp infants during hot 
weather. It ind tes poison in the di- 
gestive organs and the intestines. It 
is generally divided by physicians into 
three classes or degre@gs of seriousness, 
mild diarrhoea, acute diarrhoea , and 
cholera infantum. Fully two-thirds of 
the 300,000 babies under 1 year of age 
which die annually in the United States 
die from diarrhoeal diseases or compli- 


2. Is it caused by heat? 

Not by heat directiy, put by the ef- 
fect of heat on food, particularly milk. 
Bacterial poison develops quickly in 
hot weather. 

3. Is it infectious? 

Yes, it can be carried by flies. Ba- 
bies should be protected from flies the 
year round, but especially in sugamer. 
Diapers worn by babies suffering from 
diarrhoea should be plunged into a 
pail of water to which carbolic atid 
has been added, and left there for 
twelve hours. Better still, old linen 
or cheesecloth can be used and burned. 

4. Is it caused teething? 

No, but it often appears when a child 
is teething, because some af the 
largestand most troublesome teeth ap- 
pear durtng the baby’s second summer. 
Also because the child, being -partially 
or wholly weaned at this time, is given 
food which it should not have. 

>». What is the commonest cause? 

Impure milk. After that, milk 
any other food, improperly prepared; 
overfeeding, insanitary surroundings: 
lack of care. 

6. Whatare the symptoms of summer 
complaint? 

Restlessness: drawing up of lags in 
pain; sharp, piercing cries; followed by 
frequent movements of the bowles, in- 
creasing from four to twelve a day, and 
changing from yellow to greenish- 
yellow, then to bright green, with per- 
haps a frothy look.

Turning then to Hoke Smith's senate 
record, Mr. Dorsey took up one by one 
the claims of Smith and his partisans 
as to the senator's achievements in 
the cotton futures bill, the farm dem- 
onstration bill, the market bureau, the 
parcel post, the currency bill, rural 
credits and canal tolls, claiming that 
the facts had been grossly misrepre- 
sented by Hoke Smith and that he had 
in reality accomplished practically 
nothing. 

He accused Hoke Smith of “flopping”’ 
on the canal tolls question, and read 
from his speeches of 1912 and 1914, 
as printed in the Congressional Record, 
to show that the senator had reversed 
himself. 

He also read from the Congressional 
Record Senator Smith’s amendments to 
the cotton futures bill, which Senators 
Smoot and Bristow had attacked as 
“legalizing cotton pools,” forcing the 
senate to reconsider and reject the 
amendments as submitted by Smith. 
Mr. Dorsey read fron’ the Congression- 
al Record Smith's attempts to amend 
the canal tolls measure, saying Smith 
had “backed down as soon as the guns 
of Smoot and other republican sena- 
tors had been leveled on him, sneak- 
ing out the same hole as he had tried 
to sneak in.” 

Mr. Dorsey quoted also from the new 
currency law with intent to show that 
the farmer does not get the advan- 
tages under the new arranfement that 
Hoke Smith declared would be the case. 
lie charged that Charles Barrett, the 
president of the farmers’ union, who 
tried to get a loan under the provi-

TROOPS FROM ATLANTA 


WIN LAURELS AT CAMP 


Captain Schmidt and Sergeant 
Webb Commended by Regu- 
lar Army Officers.

Camp Wheeler, Augusta, Ga., July 28. 
(Special.)—-The Fifth regiment, of At- 
lanta, has won many laurels at Camp 
Wheeler. Atlanta’s regiment i# said 
to be among the best in the Ninth di- 
vision. It has over 600 members here. 

While the regiment was deployed in 
a skirmish line, some complicated 
movement was ordered, and a platoon 
became confused. Sergeant Webb, of 
Company B, rallied the men and led 
them to their position and executed 
the entire movement with signals, not 
giving a command by whistle or word. 
He then put them through the remain- 
der of the movement by signals. 

The work of Sergeant Webb was so 
brilliant and valuable that the United 
States army officer who observed the 
movement called the entire regiment's 
attention to the a¢tion, complimenting 
Sergeant Webb very highly. Sergeant 
Webb is the first officer or man to be 
complimented by a United States officer 
in the field for a long time. Such a 
compliment is most unusual. 

Schmidt Wins Honor. 

Captain Eugene Schmidt, of Company 
G, Fifth regiment, is another officer 
who has received the compliments of 
army officers on the field. Captain 
Schmidt took charge of his company in 
camp and without a single command by 
word marched the company into its 
position in the regiment, and proceed- 
ed with the regiment to the maneuver 
ground, and put it through all Kinds of 
exacting positions and maneuvers, at 
various gaits, giving the commands 
by arm and whistle signals, which is 
the method used in the regular army, 
but only slightly used by the less well- 
trained national guard. 

The United States officer called the 
officers and men of the Fifth to Com- 
pany G's position, and then spoke very 
flatterinely of Captain Schmidt's abili- 
tv as demonstrated in the action. 

Formal Calls. 

Colonel Hall, of the Fifth regiment, 
is enthusiastic in his praise of the 
work of his regiment. He states that 
the Fifth is in most excellent condi- 
tion, as has been demonstrated on the 
maneuver field every day since its ar- 
rival at Camp Wheeler. 

Colonel Hall and all officers of the 
regiment, about forty-five, have made 
formal calls on Colonel Mallory, the 
United States officer who is in com- 
mand of Camp Wheeler. 

The colonel of the Fifth and the of- 


ficers of the regiment also made formal 
call on General Harris, who is in com- 
mand of the First Georgia brigade, of 
which the Fifth forms a part. 

Fifth’s Band Useful. 

The band of the Fifth regiment has 
been very conspicuous in Camp Wheel- 
er. It is recognized as one of the best 
bands in the Ninth division, and is the 
pride of Camp Wheeler, and has af- 
forded great pleasure to the troops 
here. 

The band gave a concert to Colonel 
Mallory, and then to the Officers’ club, 
and won much praise for its excellent 
music. 

The Fifth’s bard has also assisted 
other commands than the Fifth. Major 
Hunter, of the Third unassisted bat- 
talion, which is here, attached to the 
First brigade, wished to have a formal 
guard mount, which is a very ceremo- 
nious affair, in which a band takes the 
principal role. Colonel Hall offered 
Major Hunter the use of the Fifth’s 
band, which was accepted, and the band 
furnished the music as though it had 
been the band of the Third battalion. 

Then, on the occasion of the brigade 
review Sunday afternoon, the Fifth’s 
band did its own work, in playing for 
the Fifth, and then took position in 
front of the cavalry squadron and ren- 
dered music for thatcommand while it 
was passing in review.

WHOOPING COUGH IS 
MENACE 10 CHILDREN 


City Will Take Measures to 
Prevent the Spread of 
the Disease. 


The committee on sanitation and 
health of the chamber of commerce 
met Tuesday afternoon and urged up- 
on the board of health the passage of 
some strict regulation to prevent the 
spread of whooping cough and re- 
quested that they use every effort to- 
ward the passage of such an ordinance 
by the city council. 


The following members of the board 
of health were present by invitation 
of the sanitation committee: Dr. W. 
E. Quillian, Dr. W. J. Gilbert and Dr. 
J..P. Kennedy, health officer. The san- 
itation committee was composed of 
Chairman F. O. Foster, M. E. Ford, D. 
W. Yarbrough and Paul H. Norcross. 

The meeting was called upon the ur- 
zent suggestion of Mrs. Theodora 
Morgan Stephens, whose little son, 
Robert, recently died of whooping 
cough, and who feels that if she can 
be instrumental in bringing about 
necessary legislation toward prevent- 
ing the spread of the disease, her chile 
will not have lived and died in vain. 

Dr. Kennedy declared that although 
whooping cough was looked upon with 
little seriousness, more children had 
died with whooping cough during the 
last year than from both diphtheria 
and scarlet fever. 

The following resolution in regard 
to sanitation was introduced by M. E. 
Ford, and passed by the committee: 
“Information has come to this commit- 
tee indicating that deplorable unsani- 
tary conditions exist in certain hotel 
and restaurant kitchens, soda foun- 
tains, packing houses, and other such 
places and the same being a menace 
to general health, inspectors should be 
appointed by the city to look into this 
matter.” 

Mr. Ford asserted that 
restaurants in Atlanta 
negligent in this respect. 

The committee indorsed the public 
health bill introduced in the legisla- 
ture by R. C. Ellis, of Tift county, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a state 
board of health, appointment of county 
boards of health, and the creation of 
sanitary districts.

“MR. HARDWICK’S COUNTY.” 

For the maladministration of the tax 
equalization law in Washington county, The 
Constitution has made it clear that the rank 
and file of its splendid citizenry is not to be 
blamed, but that the fault lies with politi- 
cians for discrediting the law by desperate 
subterfuge.

THE FREAK LAW. 


An Associated Press dispatch reports 
that a traveling man has been arrested and 
fined in Jackson, Miss., for violating the 
state law against tipping. The beneficiary 
of the tip, a negro hotel porter, also was 
fined. 

The most significant feature about the 
whole procedure is that while the law has 
nominally been in force for two years, this 
is the first prosecution under it. That fact 
speaks volumes for the folly of any sump- 
tuary law, regardless of the practices at 
which it is aimed. It is self-evident that 
had public sentiment generally approved 
the law, which probably passed a legisla- 
ture proverbially fredkish in a moment of 
abandon, it would long ago have been en- 
forced. There always are enough busy- 
bodies around, enough self-constituted spies 
to uphold laws of this nature, if there is 
the faintest possibility of securing convic- 
tion or notoriety. 

All this has nothing to do with the 
merits of a law against tipping. A great 
many people entertain the firm and honest 
conviction that tipping is degrading to both 
principals, and unfair to the man who can- 
not afford a tip. But what happened in 
Mississippi ought to be an fmpressive warn- 
ing against hasty or ill-advised legislation, 
calculated to inspire hypocrisy and disre- 
spect for all law. It is also an indication 
of the futility of that type of legislative

which to concern itself than the meddle- 
some regulation of private conduct or per-

Editor Constitution: Can any of your 
readers furnish me with information about 
John Robertson, the American artist who 
painted the splendid portraits (now on view 
at the Anglo-American exhibition) of the 
four great southerners, General R. E.. Lee, 
General Stonewall Jackson, General P. G. T. 
Beauregard and President Jefferson Davis? 

These portraits are pronounced by Amer- 
ican visitors to be the best likenesses of these 
confederate generals they have ever seen. 
They are whole-length, life-size paintings, 
executed evidently by a skilled artist, and 
the information I have been able to get con- 
cerning them, though limited, is extremely 
interesting. 

They were painted by John Robertson, 
whose name appears in the left-hand corner 
of the canvas, from actual sketches made by 
him during the war between the states. After 
completing them, in 1864, he brought them 
to England, and, August 11, of that year, 
entered into a written contract (still in ex- 
istence) with George Bowden, 314 Oxford 
Street, to place them on exhibition in London. 

The presumption is that Robertson, in 
bringing over these attractive portraits to be 
exhibited here at that crucial period of the 
war, Was on a secret mission on behalf of 
the confederate government. There is noth- 
ing on record, however, among several papers 
left by him with his partner, George Bowden, 
to prove or even suggest this. 

_ Leaving the portraits in- the care of 
Bowden, Robertson went from’ here to Paris 
and was there engaged for some time paint- 
ing a portrait of the Emperor of Flanders. 
How long he lived in Paris is not known, 
but he is supposed to have died there, leaving 
the portraits of the southern generals in the 
Possession of Bowden, also long since dead. 

It is supposed here that John Robertson, 
the painter of these historic portraits, must 
have been descended from Archibald or 
Alexander Robertson, two brothers, both of 
whom were well-known artists. They were 
natives of Scotland, but went to America 
about 1792 and settled !n New York, where 
Alexander became secretary of the Academy 
of Fine Arts. Archibald, soon after reaching 
the United States, painted a miniature of a 
portrait of General Washington for the Earl 
of Buchan.

“Sentiment and Sound Sense” 


(From The Washington (D. C.) Herald.) 

The appointment of former President Taft 
to the supreme court of the United States is 
being advocated by The Atlanta Constitution 
almost wholly upon sentimental grounds, and 
the democrats of the south in expressing 
their approval of the suggestion are similarly 
influenced. It is argued that it would be a 
graceful act on tne part of President Wilson 
to appoint Professor Taft, a republican, be- 
cause President Taft appointed Justice Lur- 
ton, a democrat and former confederate 
soldier, whose seat upon the supreme court 
bench death recently made vacant. Says The 
Constitution, referring to the spontaneous 
response to its advocacy of Professor Taft: 

If there is one. southern characteristic 
more dominant than another it is, to,use the 
-vernacular, the refusal to “let the other fel- 
low do more for you than you will do for 
him.” From this angle the wonderful re- 
sponse to The Constitution's suggestion, 
while a tribute to Judge Taft, is even more 
a tribute to the south itself. It has been 
sald of the south that it is emotional. If emo- 
Gongitem means a sense of loyalty, a sense 
of juStice, a sense of gratitude and of appre- 
clation, then the south is emotional. Presi- 
dent Taft broke political and other conven- 
tions in the anpointment of Justice Lurton 
to the federal supreme court, and the eleva- 
tion of Justice White to the chief justiceship 
of that court. 

All of which is perfectly true, and the 
characteristic of the southern people referred 
to {s an endearing one. But' is it not also 
true that, transcending the consideration 
mentioned by The Constitution, Is Professor 
Taft's pecullar fitness for a place in the 
nation’s highest tribunal? In filling this 
exalted place could President Wilson better 
serve the country than by selecting the man 
best equipped for the place by hts mental 
endowment, learning, training, temperament 
and inclination? Professor Taft would take 
to the supreme court a full measure of all 
that so exalted and stately an institution 
requires. Probably no man recognizes these 
qualities {n Professor Taft more fully than 
President. Wilson. There would seem to be 
only two questions to decide—is it practica- 
ble for the president to appoint a republican, 
and would Professor Taft accept? The !tdeal 
supreme court, of course, would be one far 
removed and apart from any consideration 
of politics, and President Wilson !s of the 
tvpe of patriot and statesman who might be 
expected to leave politics out of the equa- 
tion In making his selection. Whether Pro- 
fessor Taft’s present congenial connection 
with Yale university has served to supplant 
his old ambition to serve on the supreme 
bench is probably known to but few persons, 
and it may be that President Wilson is one 
of them. 

With The Constitution’s permisston, there- 
fore, We will say that the appointment of 
Professor Taft to the supreme court would 
not only appeal to sentiment, north as well as 
south, but it would be a distinct and valuable 
achievement for the country’s good by the 
administration of President Wilson.

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Lost Secret of Greeks. 
(From The New York Times.) 


No greater gift could be made--to our 
modern world than the rediscovery ‘of the 
Greek physical supremacy. The secret of 
the method by which, for one brief period, 
they realized perfection was long since lost, 
no one knows how. 

At present, so little do we understand 
the principles of training, which guided the 
Greek in his games, tn his battles and his 
dances, and made the proportions of his fig- 
ures different from ours of today, that Greek 
sculpture is in reality a puzzle to us. Cer- 
tain postures fixed by the Greek sculptor 
seem to us contortions, bordering on phys- 
ical impossibilities. There is always a ter- 
rific controversy over the restoration of 
Greek sculpture, and even then the arms and 
heads and legs we supply never look righe. 

All this because we do not understand 
the principles by which the Greek ordered 
the movements of his body. It was a great 
secret of bodily co-ordination, and the 
secret has been lost, and with it the ability 
thoroughly to understand Greek art.

TATE'S POLITICAL GRIND 


FROM NOW ON THE CAMPAIGN 
WILL BE A RED-HOT ONE 


With the speech of Hugh Dorsey at 
Gainesville, Tuesday, the Hoke Smith-Joe 
Brown campaign may be said to be well on. 

Up to this time it has merely been a 
skirmish, but from this time forward the 
heavy cannonading will be kept up until” 
the last ditch, or August 19, when the state- 
wide primary will have settled the hopes and 
ambitions of several scores of candidates. 

Mr. Dorsey, according to all accounts, had 
one of the most remarkable audiences that 
ever assembled to hear a political speech. 
Render Terrell, campaign manager for Mr, 
Brown, on his: return from Gainesville last 
night, said: 

“The woods are on fire and there is no 
stopping them now. Joe Brown is elected, 
if l am any judge. . 

“Hugh Dorsey’s speech was the most re- 
markable political talk I ever heard. It was 
worthy of Toombs, Hill or Stephens. 

“There were about 6,000 people 
and hundreds of them stood like statues 
during the two and a half hours of the 
speech. They were like men _ spell-bound. 
They drank in every word of it and were 
rarely sympathetic. 

“Mr. Dorsey was in splendid shape. His 
voice was good and he was in excellent 
spirits. He went after Senator Smith's rec- 
ord from the time he was in the cabinet 
under Cleveland up to the present time and 
when he got through there was very little 
left. He had shot it full of holes. 

“Of the thousands of people there the 
great majority came from the country, which 
shows that the country people are with Joe 
Brown. In my opinion all that section of 
the state is going for Joe Brown.
